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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the Payment of the Issue Fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the Issue Fee.

The Advisory Action dated March 14, 2008 has been rescinded in view of 
the following: 

The issue has been with respect to "the same inventor" based on the 
following: 

"Moreover, JP '388 and the present application are to the same 
inventor. MPEP §706.02(a)(ll)(C) provides that "[l]or 35 U.S.C. § 
102(a) to apply, the reference must have a publication date earlier 
in time than the effective filing date of the application, and must not 
be applicant's own work" (emphasis added). Therefore, because JP 
'388 and the present application are to the same inventor, JP '388 
also does not qualify as prior art under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(a)." 

This Examiner had taken the position that the instant specification lacked 

certification that the "same inventor" was established since the assignee appeared to be 

different from that of the instant application. It was acknowledged that the inventors had 

the same first and second name however this was not certification that the inventors were 

the same based on the lack of any suitable evidence on the record. 

The PTO has accepted the fact situation that: 

"Moreover, JP '388 and the present application are to the same inventor."; 

as submitted by the Attorney's signed statement on the record in the amendment after 
final rejection submitted on February 25, 2008 was sufficient certification evidence to 
overcome the rejection.

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Therefore, the reference to JP '388 has been removed and the references of record 
do not anticipate the claimed inventions. In addition, the references alone or further in 
view of each other do not suggest or motivate one of ordinary skilled in the art to employ 
Thus, the instantly claimed processes are allowed over the prior art references. 

Claims 41-48 and 50 are allowed which includes the rejoinder of claims 47-48.
